Vienna, February to. 
HE Circles of Swabia and Franconia 
have reprefented to the Imperial Court, 
That they fhall be conftrain’d to accept 
of a Neutrality, in cafe the Operations 
againft the Elector of Bavaria, which 
have been fo long deferr’d,be not fpeedily put in Ex- 
ecution: Whereupon an Exprefs is fent to General 
Schlick, to enter upon Action with all diligence ; 
and ‘tis thought he will be in motion by the 22d of 
this Month. The Emperor has fignified to the No- 
blemen and Prelates in Auftria, That they muft fup- 
ply the Imperial Troops with Forrage ull proper 
Meafures are fettled for furnifhing them otherwife. 
The Heer Weiler, Collonel of the Artillery, is dili- 
gently employ’d in making due Preparations for car- 
rying the Train where the Service may require. 
The Elector of Bavaria’s Offer of a Sufpenfion 
of Arms, is look’d upon as an Artifice to gain 
Time. | 
Ration, Feb. 12. Moft of the Deputies of the 
Electoral College, have voted for the Elector of 
Bavaria’s being made acquainted, that his late Pro- 
pofal touching a Sufpenfion of Arms, is Communi- 
cated by the feveral Deputies in the Diet to their 
Principals ; and that at the fame time his Electoral 
Highnefs fhould be defired to declare himfelf di- 
rectly, Wherther he will conform himfelf to the 
Refolutions made by the Diet, when his Propofal 
was taken into Confideration on the 1ft inftant. 
But in the College of Princes the Majority have 
voted, That if the Elector of Bavaria do not comply 
with the Diet by the 14th, the Time limited for his 
Anfwer to what was concluded in the Affembly on 
the ift inftant, all further Treaty will be to no 
purpofe. Meantime the Bavarian Envoy refiding 
here, has whifper’d among his Acquaintance, That 
his Mafter having receiv’d the faid Refolution made 
by the Diet on the 1ft inftant, immediately call’d a 
Cabinet Council, ro confult of drawing up Inftru- 
Gions for his Minifters that are to come hither to 
negociate this Affair: But ‘tis fufpected thar this is 
a Contrivance of that Envoy to keep the Diet from 
proceeding more warmly againft his Mafter than 
they have hitherto done. Notwithftanding the Evan- 
gelical Body have frequently made preffing Inftances 
to the Minifter of the Bifhop of Mentz as Director 
of the Electoral College, that the Catholick De- 
puties fhould make good their Promife, to redrefs 
the Proteftants Grievances in Religion ; that Affair 
‘has not yet been taken into Confideration. Mean 
time the King of Sweden has lately affur’d the Evan- 
gelical Body, that he will always be ready to pro- 
mote their Inrereft; and that accordingly his Ma- 
jetty will fee the Refolutions taken in former Diets 
to the advantage of the Proteftant Religion, and 
Which were fuited to the Conftitutions of the Em- 
pire, put in Execution ; and will caufe the new 
Attempts againft the Freedom of Religion, which’ 


have been made fince the Treaty of Refwick, under 
colour of the 4th Article of that Treaty, to be re- 
drefs'd ; and equitable Satisfaction to be given to 
the Evangelical Body. Which Offer of his is the 
more acceptable, becaufe the Proreftants intended 
to addrefs the King of Sweden in a folemn manner, 
to be Mediator and Guarantee of the, I reaty of 
Weftphalia. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 22. 
Wefel, Feb. 16. Yefterday being the day agreed 
on for the French Garrifon of Rhinberg to march 
out, a ftrong Detachment of Horfe and Foor of the 
Troops of the King of Prutlia garrifon’d in this 
City, Burick, and Santen, drew up in Battatia before 
one of the Gates of Rhinberg, in 2 Lines which ex- 
tended to Alderkerken ; And the Count de Lotrum 
who was at the Head of then, fent Baron Fink of 
Finkenftein, a Brigadier, into the Town, to endea- 
vour to compofe fome Differences between fome In- 
habitants of the Reform’d Religion, and the Mar- 
quefs deGrammont, touching a Sum of Money 
which he had extorted from them, and other things 
in Difpure. But Baron Fink not being able to ace 
commodate Matters, the Count de Lottum propos’d, 
That the French thould leave Commiffaries behind 
them, to anfwer all Complaints, and make due Sa- 
tisfaction. To which Expedient the Marquefs de 
Grammont confented, and mounting on Horfeback, 
order’d the Rhine Gate to be openjd, and rode out 
of the City with Baron Fink by his fide: When he 
was come as far as the Counterfcarp, he took leave 
of our Officers with great Civility ; and then {a- 
luted the Count de Lottum, who was on Horfe- 
back on the Glacis, with his Sword: And after he 
had march’d about a Mile and half along the Lines, 
a Captain with ro Horle took charge of him to con- 
duc&t him to Louvain, together with 865 of his 
Men, civided into 15 Companies, carrying Colours 
with the Arms of Burgundy on them, who follow’d 
their Governour out of the Town with two Field- 
ieces, and a great number of Waggons loaded with 
Saaen The reft of the Garrifon confifting of 
635 Men, all Sick or Wounded, are to be conducted 
by Water to Antwerp, with the Cannon and Mor- 
tars ftipulated in the Capitulation. The Count de 
Lottum has put a Garrifon into Rhinberg, confifting 
of a Troop of Dragoons and a Regiment of Foot 
of the Troops of his Prufian Majefty, under the 
Command of Lieutenant Collonel Raders: He has 
given the Government of the Place, per Interim, to 
Baron Fink, who has taken up his Quarters in the 
fame Houfe in which dwelt the Marquefs de Gram- 
mont. His Excellency has likewife been in Perfom 
to take a View of the Town, and give the ne- 


_ceflary Orders for putting it into a fic State of De- 


fence.
